NEW GUN LAW POR MINORS 

A change in the state law for 
minors carrying guns went into 
effect on Tuesday, Nov. 19th, 
according to information re- 
ceived from Police Chief Lynch 
on Tuesday. The major changes 
involve the age at which an 
individual can carry a BB or 
air gun (he now must be 18, 
instead of 16, as formerly) 
Also, the individual now must 
have written permission from 
the Chief of Police to carry a 
BB gun or air gun in addition 
to a sporting or hunting lic- 
ense. 

The law, as amended, is quot- 
ed below: 
No minor under the age of 18 
shall have an air rifle or so- 
called BB gun in his possess- 
ion while in any place to 
which the public has right of

THE OLD GROCERY STORES 
OF WILMINGTON 

When we were a very young man 
we used to spend our time wan- 
dering all over town talking 
with people. We learned great- 
ly from this exercise, perhaps 
we had a greater accumulation 
of useless figures and facts 
than any other youngster of 
this tow. 

One of the facts that we 
leamed was. that there were an 
even dozen grocery stores in 
Wilmington during the Civil 
War - a fact that always puz- 
zled us mightily. 

Today. with a population of 
10,000 people Wilmington has 
fifteen grocery stores, in- 
cluding Steven's Supermarket 
which serves hundreds of fam- 
ilies every day. What could a 
dozen grocery stores do in a 
town of about 700 people? Did 
they live in the’same manner 
as Bret Harte’s famous Chiiese 
who earned their living by 
taking in each other's wash- 
ing? 

Many a maiden lady, thirty or 
forty years ago told us, per- 
haps with her hand in back of 
her neck to prop a head which 
had begun to shake with old 
age that ‘her grandfather ran 
a grocery store in this house 
during the Civil War’. It was 
something to make a young fel- 
low wonder. 

Lately we have been reading 
about the early prohibition 
experiments in Massachusetts, 
and we have began to see the 
light. , 

It was back in 1851 that the 
State of Maine voted to go dry 
and in the next year four 
states, one of them Massachu - 
setts, followed the example of 
Maine. 

For ten years there was no 
liquor sold in*this common - 
wealth, at least officially. 

But in those same 10 years 
the number of grocery stores 
in Massachusetts increased by 
leaps and bounds. 

Wilmington, in 1851 had two 
stores, that of Walter Blanch- 
ha 
ards, on Middlesex Avenue op- 
posite Federal Street, and the 
Jaques store, in what is now 
Wilmington Square. 

As we said, there were a doz- 
en during the Civil War--some 
of which we now know existed 
only for the purpose of sell- 
ing bottled goods. We can name 
four such places, one of them 
being in North Wilmington, up 
where Pomfret Road is today-- 
jit was later known as the 
| Phelps place. There was a sec- 
ond place on Andover Street, 
and a third one on Mill Road 
down in the Garden of Eden, in 
a house that was later owned 
by the Miller family.

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WHA EXPLAINS ARTICLE 4 

At an informal discussion be- 
tween Mr. William Snith and Mr 
Kenneth neag k of the Wilming- 
ton Housing Authority and mem- 
bers of the press on Monday 
evening at the Town Hall, the 
WHA supplied the background of 
Article 4 of the Tow Warrant, 
Article 4, if passed, will a- 
mend the zoning laws to allow 
the erection of multiple unit 
buildings when constructed in 
Federal or State aided housing 
projects. 

Without the passing of this 

rticle, no housing for the 
aged as presently planned is 
possible, explained Mr. Smith, 

Even with the passage of the 
law, many other cmtingencies, 
such as specifications by the 
State, have to be met. Whether 
approval by abuttas, after 
passage of the Article, will 
be necessary is a legal point 
that, acc eding to Mr. Snith, 
has not been settled. 

Plans for the housing project 
include the erection of ten 
one-st ay buildings, with four 
units to a bui Wing. Each unit 
would consist of three rooms- 
kitchen, living-dining area, 
bedroom and bath. The build- 
ings would be of colonial de- 
sign, with brick veneer. Each 
unit contains 450 square feet. 

A community building, cmtain 
ing laundry facilities, etc. 
would @ bo be erected. 

The town would pay no money 
for the erection of this pro- 
ject, according to the repre- 
sentatives of the W.H.A. The 
state shoulders the financing 
of the $400,000 necessary; o- 
ver the course of forty years, 
the rent would repay the prin- 
cipal and interest. Neither 
would the town lose anything 
in the way of taxes, acc ading 
to Mr. Smith. The Wilmington 
Housing Authority would make a 
payment to the town in lieu of 
taxes, subsidized by the State. 

There are more aged people in 
this tow eligible for such a 
housing project than present 
plans can accomodate, Mr. Nea- 
gle said. Applications would be 
processed according to need. 

Besides the Burlington Ave. 
site, four other sites are un-: 
der consideration. Any site 
will have to meet very rigid 
specifications of the State be
